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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the reference, Cohen, 
does not disclose sending a configuration message from the external processor to the PAD and that the references cannot be combined. 
The examiner disagrees, as seen in Column 10, lines 56-63; Column 11, lines 55-62; and Column 10, lines 25 - 28, the dispatcher (the 
programmed device) is configured by one of the many gateway programs to filter certain flows to certain programs meaning they can 
change the configuration of the dispatcher.
